A mass of argument against the Bil¬ 
iary bill was heard by the committee, 
and with tha axoaptioo of Ben star Hil¬ 
lary no one seemed disposed to de f end 
the measure.

Mr. Lord contended that the result cX 
tha Hillary act wo old be that If the as¬ 
sessor* could not find assets enough to 
make the rata they would rales tha valu¬ 
ations. Iq speaking of tha provision 
which fixe* tha rate *t v tl.7Q la alt lee 
ot over 150,000 and al $1.50 In other 
otttes, Mr. Lord oonteoded that there 
was not a olty io tha fitateof over SO.000 
Inhabitants that had a tax rate ae high 
as most cities of tha etaa of Oraege. Be 
quoted the tax rate* of the Bute to 
prove hie assertion. There fl jure*, he 
acid, showed that the emaller cities 
needed & higher tax rate than tha Urger 
oltlee. 

“ Don't you believe that a high rat# 
lodloatet low valuation*?" asked Mr. 
Hlllerj. 

" I don't believe that le the oeee te 
Orange,” replied Mr. Lord. 

Further along Mr. Lord mads the as¬ 
sertion that property la Newark was 
assessed at fifty per oast, of lie value. 

*' There may be a difference of opinion 
on that,' dryly retnarked City dark 
Connelly of Newark. , 

If It were n ea rn s try to relee value ties* 
te Orange fifty per oast, te order te eon. 
form to the HUlery lew, end seme of ten 
rural communities did not bCve to rates 
valuations at all, that, Mr. Lord on* 
tended, wosH art be equal taxation. 
The eltlee which had the larger amount 
of Valuations, he said, had tee lowest 
tax rates, and then quoted figures wftleh 
shewed that te order to oentsrm to the 
Biliary eel the valuations te Newark 
would hove to be raised twenty-ooe per 
cent., while these of Orangs would have 
to be raised sixty-four per sent. 

Mr, Boeoett eald the olty of Elisabeth 
considered that she bed the right te fix 
her own tax rate when she pteaaed and 
at what aba pleased. " We believe la e 
true 100 cent* valuation,” said Mr. Boo- 
nett, “on rsel and personal property 
alike,” and he asked the Legislature to 
pees such a law, sod not a measure Oka 
tha HUlery act. 

Mr. Bonnett struck s popular chord by 
advocating tha a recti on of county boards 
of e<^ftaU*aUoe. He did not think that 
tha State board mat the requirements, 
and the preeeot eounty boards, which, 
with the axeeptloe of Budcoe, are made 
up of the aeeeeeore. be sold, could not 
be got to properly ooeeider an appeal. 

Mr. Crawford said that ha did not see 
bow Montclair eonld get down to a $1 59 
rata, as It had Axed charges that made 
It Impossible to do so. 

Corporation Attorney Carey of Jarecy 
City claimed that the Hillary act wen 
oooonatltnUooal and ought te be wiped 
off of the books.
